In the hiatorie loaa ooUoetioa there is 
a remarkable graapltig of Iriab prinU 
and engravings, which includes portraita 
of almost every man who played an 
important part in Irish history. There 
are also landscapes from every part of 
Ireland. The art exhibit comparea well 
with thoae of Italy and Prance, the 
npatod nalan of art in Burope. 

Than an aato rt a bi ng fac aimiliea of 
pnUatorie GaMe omamenta, the orig- 
inala of which are in the Dublin muaenm, 
tbe aggregate of gold composing them 
being over 500 ouncea. Tbia is the largest 
collection of such objects in the world, 
and the whole makes a striking and val- 
uable illustration of ancient Celtic art. 
One could spend days and weeks looking 
at theae collections.

Supreme Preeldent Oaadien In- 
terviewed bf Keofeaeky 
Irleh AmerteMi. 



The prayer and argument for an in- 
junction sgain.st the Supreme Council of 
the Catholic Knights of America, brought 
by six members of Branch 47, of Leba- 
non, to prevent the Snpceme officera from 
carrying into effect on November 1 the 
aaaaaament adopted at tbe recent apedal 
natioaal coaveBtioa of the Cathol(c 
Knighta, wm hetrd Taaeday in tbe' 
Karioe dmrft Ooort before Jodge Ttasf^ 
man. The aervicc waa on tlie Supreme 
President, Dr. Felix Gandien, of New 
Orleans, and Snfreme Trustee Joseph 
McOinii and Supreme Delegate Michael 
Reicherl, both of Ix>uisville. Judge H. 
W. Rives, of Ivcbanon, presented the 
petition of the plaintiffs and made an 
argument lasting abont two hours. 
Newton G. Rogera, of tbla dty, and 
Looia Dolle, of Ctadanati. were tbe at- 
tonieya lot tbe Sopreme body and fully 
explaiaed their piialtlon, m tfd alao 
President Gandien. When the argument 
bad been completed, which waa not till 
11 o'clock at night, Judge Thuriiian an- 
nounced that he would take the case 
under advisement ami hand ilown his de- 
cision Saturday morning. Accompany- 
ing tbe Supreme officera and their attor- 
neya waa alao ez-^npfcme Praaideat 
William O'Nalll, of aaclaaatl. • wall 
known iasnraacc czpait and eeraeit 
supporter of tbe aew rate. 

Upon hia arrival from Lebaaoa, So- 
preme Prealdeot Gandien cheerfully aub- 
mitted to an Interview by the Kentucky 
Irish American, and when asked what 
was the cause of the extra or iaereaaed 
mcnta aaid: 
"Thia ia cauaed by the excessive deaths 
in tbe order and by reaaon of tbe ad- 
vanced age of its mcfflbcrahip. In a 
we are collectlBg aaaeaameata on 
the average age of thirty-five yeara and 
paying clalma at the average age of fifty- 
five years. Take, for instance, tbe aaaeaa- 
ments called this vcar, which at two per 
month would realize Jt.580,00(), when our 
death claims call for j:742,0<)o, this msk- 
iag a deficit of ;ifl2,00(i, or over five 
extra aaaeaaments.

To £ow the 
atraagtb of our argument, I will, for 
inuatratlon, take the firat named in tbe 
anit. Brothel Howe. He joined the order 
in 1879, at the age of forty-five, and is 
now seventy years of age. ruder our pres- 
ent rate he pays $i.'<:'. per assessment, or 
f 64.24 per year. The recognized coat of 
insurance at the age of seventy is |107.28 
per year, for in 1,000 men at the age of 
■eveaty you will have 63.65 that will 
die tbe ink year, aiaklng a tofail at 
|2,000 each of |107,S00, while we collect 
only $54,240 from them. Therefore who 
pays the difference? You can not expect 
the younger men to do it, for according 
to our present rates the members at 
twenty would almoat pay their cost of in- 
aurance at one aaaeaament per month. 
At thirty yeara two aaaeaameata will be 
more than auffidcat, at forty yoa will 
take more thaa two, at fifty OKire than 
three, at atxty over four, aad at alzty-five 
aaariy aiz aaaaaMaeato to pay the actual 
ooat of laanraaee. Therefore where ia the 
Jaatice, and I will add further the hon- 
eaty in calling three or four assessments 
per month, when in one class one assess- 
ment would be sufficient almost and the 
other would require aix aaaeaamentrf This 
oppreaaion ia loosing na young members, 
ao much ao that 1,085 left na from Janu- 
ary 1 to Angaat 1 of thia year."

"In.aafety it will, bat aot in coat 
Take, for Instance, the Howe caae. Had 
he paid when he joined the order the 
rate we now propose at forty-five, $i 54 
par as-ieasment, or |64.48 per year, in his 
twenty-five years of membership he 
would have paid $l,M2, instead of which 
he only paid about $900. Tbe difference 
creating a reaerve fund which, at 4 per 
oeat, would pay hia benefit oertifioate at 
Biatafity or at hia death.
